GENERAL ARRANGEMENT. 


The Fourteenth Annual Exhibition of the New England Agricultural Society, will be 
held, in connection with the Maine State Agricultural Society, at Presumpscot Park, in 
the city of Portland, Me., Monday, Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday and Friday, Sept. 3d, 
4th, 5th, 6th and 7th, 1877. All entries of live stock must be made on or before August 
25th, 1877. 

The grounds are of easy access, and but a short distance from the railroad station. 

Horse cars run from the City to the Park every fifteen minutes. 

Premiums have been so arranged that all reasonable anticipations may be satisfied. 


Judges will be selected with care to perform the delicate and responsible duties assigned 


them. 

Hotel accommodations are ample, at reasonable rates. 
that all are accommodated. 

The gates will be open for the admission of the public from 8 A. M. until sundown on 
each day, with the exception of Monday, Sept. 3d, when the gates will be opened at one 
o’clock in the afternoon. 

The Marshal and Superintendents of the various classes will meet at the President's 
Headquarters at 8 1-2 A. M., on Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday and Friday, to perfect 
arrangements for the day, except as hereinafter mentioned. 

The various local officers of the Fair will wear badges when upon duty. 


SUPERINTENDENT. 


The General Superintendence and supervision of the grounds will be under the control 
and direction of the President of the Maine State halen Society. He will establish 
an office on the grounds, where all persons having inquiries to make will apply. 


THE JUDGES. 


The Judges and guests are requested to report themselves at the office of the Secretary, 
at the entrance of the grounds, where cards of admission, etc., will be furnished. 

The Judges will be announced at the President's quarters, on Tuesday, the 4th day of 
September, at 10 o’clock A. M., when the books of entries will be delivered, and a regular 
meeting of the Trustees and officers will be held at the President’s Headquarters, at 9 
A. M., each day of the Fair, and on the evening of Monday, Sept. 3. 

The Judges will, at their discretion, appoint a time for the examination of animals and 
articles, of which due notice will be given, through the Superintendent, tc exhibitors. 

The Judges will report, not only the animals and articles entitled to premiums, but also 

ose next in merit in each class, to meet the contingencies of any objection which may 
whi to the awards, and also that they may receive commendation. Any animal or article

When the Judges have made their decisions, they will personally see that the premium 

cards are attached to the pens of sheep, swine, and poultry, and other articles, and pre- 
| mium ribbons to cattle and horses. First premium, a blue ribbon; second premium, a 
| red ribbon ; third premium, a white mbbon, which = be found at the Secretaries’ office. 

The Fair will be on so extensive a scale that it will be of the greatest importance to 

exhibitors that they give early notice to the Secretaries by correspondence. 

At 9 o'clock A. M., on Tuesday, September 4th, the books will be in readiness for the 
Judges. 

The exhibition of stock in the rings and on the track will take place — at the 
time specified in the subjoined arrangements; and animals not prepared at the proper 
time and place may, at the discretion of the Judges, be ruled out of competition. 

Stock, etc., will be marked with cards furnished by the Secretaries, designating the class 
and number of entry; and during the exhibition, they must be placed entirely under the 
management of the officers of the societies. ‘ : : 

Authentic pedigrees of Blood Stock of all kinds will be required, which must be filed 
with the Secretaries at the time of entry. No animal will be allowed a premium unless it 
is sound. : ; 

Arrangements will be made for the trial of draft horses and oxen, by testing their 
— docility, etc., at a load. oe ; 

Male and female animals used for breeding, entered for competition and taking pre- 
miums, must be owned in New England. ° ; 

The Superintendent of the grounds will take every precaution for the safe-keeping of 
stock on exhibition, after its arrival and arrangement upon the grounds ; but the societies 
will not be responsible for any damage that may occur to animals or articles on exhibition. 
Exhibitors must give personal attention to their animals and articles, and at the close of 
the Fair attend to their removal. : 

Exhibitors must see to the delivery of their contributions at the Fair Grounds ; the 
societies cannot in any case make provision for their transportation, or be subjected to any 
expense therefor, either in the delivery at or return from the grounds ; but all the expenses 
connected therewith must be provided for by the exhibitors. _ 

For the convenience of exhibitors, covered stalls will be provided for the stock ; forage, 
consisting of hay, (and straw for litter,) with water and grain for swine and poultry, 4 *- 
supplied without charge; so that animals, on their arrival, may be driven to the Fair 
Grounds, and need not be removed until the exhibition is closed. Grain, for stock, will 
also be upon the grounds, and will be furnished to those who desire it at market price. 

No animal shall be excluded from competition for the first premium in any class by 
reason of having taken the same premium at previous Fairs. 

The ecale of points as heretofore published is adopted for the government of the com- 
mittees. 

Farmers’ meetings will be held every evening of the Fair week, at places to be announced 
hereafter. . . 

All entries will be made in strict compliance with the offered Premium List, and awards 
made in accordance. Parties must, therefore, take particular pains to have stock and 
‘articles entered correctly. : ; 

The decision of the Awarding Committee will be final, except in cases of gross mistake 
or fraud. Appeals to the Board from the decisions of the Awarding Committee must be 
in writing, and must state clearly the reasons for, and facts by which it is proposed to es- 
tablish, the appeal.

ENTRANCE

except for horses entered for premium, on which an entrance fee of ten per cent. upon the 

aggregate amount of premiums on each number of the Class will be charged ; but all per- 

sons making entries will be required to purchase tickets of admission to the Fair Grounds, 
unless they are members of one of the Societies. 


PREMIUMS. 


Premiums will not be paid on animals or articles removed from the exhibition unless 
such removal has the special approval of the President and Secretaries of the Societies. 

All premiums of the joint societies will be paid by the Treasurer, who will not per 
—— until sixty days after the exhibition; these will be paid at his office, and he will 
remium not so paid in such manner as the person entitled to the same may 
direct, the following provision having been adopted, that all premiums awarded may be 
liable to pro rata reduction, sufficient to meet any deficiency that may occur in the receipts, 
The diplomas of the joint societies are in all 
cases evidence of superior merit, and Judges are required to bear this in mind in awarding 
them.
